THE  LATE  MRS.  MILLER. 

The  recent  death  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Miller,  the 
venerable  relict  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Samuel  Mil- 
lei*,  of  Princeton,  New  Jersey,  at  the  advanced 
age  of  eighty-four  years,  has  been  widely*  no¬ 
ticed.  We  copy  from  the  Princeton  Standard 
the  following  short  notice  of  her  life  : 

Mrs.  Miller  resided  at  Princeton  for  nearly 
half  a  century,  and  was  closely  connected  with 
its  most  important  literary  and  religions  institu¬ 
tions.  She  has  been  during  all  that  time  inter¬ 
ested  largely  in  the  Church  concerns,  the  benevo¬ 
lent  efforts,  and  the  whole  life  and  progress  of 
the  place.  Her  father,  Jonathan  Dickinson 
Sergeant,  was  the  son  of  Jonathan  Sergeant 
and  his  wife  Abigail,  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Jona¬ 
than  Dickinson,  first  President  of  the  College  of 
New  Jersey.  Her  mother  was  Margaret,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  the  Rev.  Elihu  Spencer,  D.D.,  who  died 
pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  church  of  Tren¬ 
ton.  Jonathan  Dickinson  Sergeant  was  a  law¬ 
yer,  first  in  Princeton,  where  his  house  stood 
nearly  on  the  site  of  that  in  which  Mrs.  Miller 
died,  and  subsequently  in  Philadelphia.  He 
was  in  the  Revolutionary  Congress,  and  was 
afterwards  Attorney-General  of  Pennsylvania.

We  thought  of 
the  danger,  lest,  under  the  pressure  of  trials  and 
persecutions,  he  should  renounce  his  faith  in 
Christ  and  return  to  the  idols  ;  or,  if  he  should 
remain  firm,  there  were  the  long  years  of  con¬ 
finement  and  persecution  till  his  spirit  should  be 
broken,  and  his  usefulness,  if  not  his  life,  be  de¬ 
stroyed.  ’ 

For  three  long  months  we  could  get  no  tidings 
of  Vyenkutrao.

Yyenkntrao  has  proved  a  firm,  earnest,  and 
devoted  Christian.  So  long  as  he  remained  in 
our  mission  he  manifested  a  fixed  purpose  to 
become  a  preacher  of  the  Gospel  to  his  country¬ 
men.  When  our  mission  seminary  was  inter¬ 
dicted  and  broken  up,  his  earnest  desire  for  edn- 
cation  detached  him  from  us.  He  left  us  with 
tears  and  much  regret,  and  joined  the  institution 
of  the  Scotch  Free  Church  mission  in  Bombay. 

Vyenkutrao  was  the  fifth  interesting  convert 
from  this  favored  seminary.  This  school  brought 
him  to  ns,  and  when  it  was  broken  up  he  left 
us.  My  space  will  not  allow  me  to  narrate  the 
conversions  of  Uma  Thorat,  Nama  Christi, 
Dhondoo  Sonar,  Tubba  Barsa,  and  Guanoo 
Powar — five  more  of  its  pnpils  who  were  con¬ 
verted  and  baptized  during  my  connection  with 
it — or  those  of  eight  or  a  dozen  more  of  my 
dear  pupils  in  that  school,  who  have  since  been 
baptized  and  received  to-  the  Churcli,  either  in 
Ahmednuggur  or  elsewhere. 


until  her  marriage,  Oct.  24th,  1801,  to  the  Rev. 
Samuel  Miller,  D.D.,  then  a  pastor  in  the  city 
of  New  York.  In  1813,  the  family  removed  to 
Princeton,  Dr.  Miller  having  been  appoiated 
Professor  in  the  Theological  Seminary  in  this 
place.  His  wife  has  survived  him  about  eleven 
years. 

Mrs.  Miller  has  ever  manifested  a  particular 
concern  for  the  religious  education  of  the  young.

Her  funeral  was  attended  by  a  large  con¬ 
course  from  the  First  Presbyterian  church,  the 
exercises  in  the  Seminary  and  in  the  College 
being  suspended  out  of  respect  to  her  memory.

At  the  annual  exami¬ 
nations  the  pupils  are  questioned  in  Scripture  his¬ 
tory,  and  have  always  evinced  familiarity  with  the 
contents  and  doctrines  of  the  Bible,  so  that  the 
seed  of  Christiantty  fe  thus  yearly  sown  in  the 
hearts  of  nearly  five  hundred  boys.  Although  the 
fakir  thiis  encourages  the  teachers  and  pupils,  ho 
has  lost  none  of  his  own  sanctity  in  the  eyes  of  his 
countrymen.

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AMERICAN  TRACT  SOCIETY.  NEW  YORE. 

A  public  meeting  in  behalf  of  this  Society,  was 
hold  on  Sabbath  evening,  the  17th,  in  Rev.  Dr. 
Bond’s  church,  Norwich,  Conn.  The  pastor  pre¬ 
sided,  offered  prayer,  and  made  an  earnest  address, 
commending  the  Society  and  its  extended  system 
of  colportage  to  the  sympathy  and  patronage  of 
the  people.  The  meeting  was  also  addressed  by 
George  Perkins,  Esq.,  of  Norwich,  Rev.  Mr.  Rock- 
wood,  of  Boston,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Eastman,  of  New 
York.  They  all  spoke  of  the  wide  and  salutary  in¬ 
fluence  of  the  Society’s  publications  and  colpor¬ 
teur  labors. 

Mr.  Eastman  in  the  course  of  his  remarks,  slat¬ 
ed  that  he  had  been  thirty-five  years  in  the  service 
of  the  Society.  At  its  formation  a  few  gentlemen 
in  New  York  subscribed  $25,000  for  the  express 
purpose  of  famishing  it  a  habitation.  The  prem¬ 
ises  thus  provided,  have  been  worth  to  the  Socie¬ 
ty  at  least  $6,000  per  annum,  or  an  aggregate  of 
more  than  $200,000,  which  the  Society  has  been 
enabled  to  appropriate  to  benevolent  purposes. 

The  grand  object  of  the  Society  has  ever  been 
to  honor  God  in  the  salvation  of  men.  With  this 
end  in  view,  it  enters  upon  and  prosecutes  every 
department  of  its  work.  For  this,  it  has  appro¬ 
priated  more  than  half  a  million  dollars  to  aid  the 
Press  in  foreign  lands.  For  this,  it  commenced  its 
system  of  colportage  twenty  years  ago,  in  which 
more  than  three  thousand  men  had  been  employed. 
For  this,  it  inaugurated  the  systematic  monthly 
distribution  cf  tracts,  more  than  thirty  years  ago, 
in  which  so  many  thousand  distributors,  male  and 
female,  have  been  actively  engaged.  For  a  few 
years  past  its  benevolent  income  has  fallen  short 
of  its  benevolent  expenditure.  The  Committee 
now  look  with  deep  solicitude  to  the  friends  of 
the  Society  for  aid  in  sustaining  its  useful  work. 
Within  a  few  weeks  its  friends  in  Hartford  have 
contributed  $1,750;  in  New  Haven,  $1,935 ;  in 
Providence,  $800.

Many 
oi  them  tried  to  keep  up  in  running  with  the  iron- 
horse,  but  of  course  wore  soon  distanced  in  the 
race.

Tarkay. — Interesting  statements  continue  to  be 
xeceived  of  Bible  distribution  among  the  Bulga¬ 
rians  The  Greek  ecclesiastics  generally  oppose 
it ;  but  the  native  Bulgarian  priests  favor  it  One 
of  the  colporteurs  of  tho  Bible  Society,  at  the  in¬ 
stance  of  the  Greek  Archbishop,  was  arrested  and 
banished  from  the  province  of  Bulgaria.  On  his 
way  under  guard  ho  reached  Timova,  where  the 
Methodist  Missionary,  Mr.  Long,  interested  him- 
•df.  went  to  the  Pasha,  aud  became  his  bail.  He 
then  applied  to  the  authorities  at  Constantinople 
and  obtained  a  vizicrial  letter  releasing  the  col¬ 
porteur,  and  authorizing  the  sale  and  distribution 
•of  the  holy  Scriptures,  and  the  work  is  going  on. 

The  struggle  of  the  Bulgarians  for  ecclesiastical 
Independence  goes  on  with  increasing  heat.  There 
is  much  intercourse  of  leading  men  with  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Missionaries,  and  much  inquiry  on  religious 
topics.  One  “  has  put  forth  a  pamplilet  in  lan¬ 
guage  BO  earnest  and  forcible  as  to  remind  us  of 
Lather  at  the  commencement  of  the  Pieformation.” 

This  is  an  unlooked  for  seed-time  in  the  Slavonian 
field  of  Eastern  Europe.

THE  BAPTISM  OF  FIRE. 

Do  we  not  need  at  this  juncture  a  new  bap¬ 
tism  of  fire  upon  our  Churches  ?  This  kindling 
inspiration  from  on  high  must  be  given  us  ;  we 
cannot  ereate  it,  any  more  than  we  can  create 
the  air  we  breathe,  or  the  power  to  inhale  it. 
This  baptism  cometh  only  from  God  ;  it  is  the 
fervent  love  of  Jesus  aroused  and  kept  alive  by 
the  Holy  Spirit. 

False  fire  is  cheaply  obtained  ;  and  like  all 
cheap  things  is  totally  worthless.  There  is  an 
enthusiasm  awakened  by  the  eloquence  of  the 
pulpit,  or  the  manifestoes  of  some  striking  lead¬ 
er  of  opinion  ;  there  is  a  heat  engendered  by 
the  humming  wheels  of  mere  external  activities. 
In  times  of  high  religions  excitement  certain 
men  catch  fire  from  others,  and  for  a  little 
while,  blaze  up  into  brilliant  bursts  of  enthusi¬ 
asm  ;  but  when  the  bitumen  has  all  burned  out 
of  them,  they  die  down  suddenly  into  suffocating 
mnoke  and  darkness.  Such  false  flames  the 
Holy  Ghost  never  enkindled.  They  are  bom 
of  animal  passion,  or  of  the  contagion  of  fanati¬ 
cism. 

Bat  when  God  warms  a  converted  heart  it  is 
with  LOVE  TO  Jescs  as  the  igniting  principle. 
Itself  a  “  fire  in  the  bones,”  it  interpenetrates 
the  whole  man.  And  until  the  man  is  thus  per¬ 
meated  with  love  of  Christ  he  is  totally  useless. 
He  may  be  equipped  with  the  rarest  intellectual 
powers,  and  his  sensibilities  tempered  to  the 
fiaest  issues ;  his  native  affections  may  be  of  the 
most  ardent,  and  his  impulses  of  the  most  gen¬ 
erous  ;  his  memory  may  be  ballasted  with  the 
most  orthodox  creeds  and  catechisms,  and  yet 
he  cball  lie  as  useless  for  God’s  service,  as  is  the 
Adriatic  useless  while  lashed  up  to  one  of  our 
wharves.  The  machinery  is  there — fitted,  groov¬ 
ed,  and  interlocked  by  all  the  cunning  of  the 
machinist.  But  the  engine  sleeps. 

At  a  given  moment  the  engineer  strikes  a 
little  match  at  the  furnace-door.  Forthwith  a 
roaring  sound  goes  off  under  the  boiler  \  live 
coals  begin  to  sift  down  through  iron  gratings  ; 
imprisoned  steam  soon  hisses  out  of  joints  and 
rivets  ;  piston-rods  begin  to  play  ;  and  like  an 
impatient  hound  in  the  leash,  the  giant  steamer 
strains  on  her  cables  and  ^aws  the  foaming  wa¬ 
ter  to  be  off !  The  magnificent  herald  of  the 
deep  only  waited  for  her  baptism  of  fire. 

That  little  igniting  match  will  prove  to  be  an 
overmatch  for  head-seas,  and  raging  hurricanes. 
So  was  it  at  Pentecost.  All  the  varied  power, 
atnd  energy,  and  good  purpose  ef  the  young 
Church  at  Jerusalem  waited  for  the  celestial  in- 
apiration.  It  was  but  of  little  account  that 
Peter  was  swift  of  speech — that  James  was  sa- 
gacious — or  that  John  was  lion-hearted  and  de- 
womL  They  lacked  yet  the  povoer  from  on 
high.  And  this  came  down  in  the  baptism  of 
fire.  We  do  not  wonder  a^the  prompt  and  glo- 
riooi  result.  We  do  not  wonder  that  as  soon 
•a  ^e  first  iqiostolic  sermon  came  in  contact 
with  the  listening  mnltitade — that  as  soon  as  the 
fervid  peroration  reached  its  climax  in  “  repent 
^aid  b€  baptized  P  no  less  than  three  thousand 
floats  are  brought  down  in  contrition  before  the 
cross  of  Christ. 

Is  not  the  want  of  this  very  baptism,  the  ciy- 
ing  want  of  the  American  Church  at  this  mo¬ 
ment  ?  Cannot  such  a  baptism  be  obtained  ? 
To  both  these  questions,  we  need  not  fear  to 
cuwer,  Tes!  baptism  is  indispensable. 
It  is  likewise  possible.  Not  indeed  in  miracn- 


lous  and  astounding  forms,  as  at  Pentecost. 
Nor  are  they  essential.  The  Gospel  of  Jesus 
spoken  out  with  fearless  fidelity — ^lived  out  with 
radiant  power,  and  attended  with  the  Holy 
Ghost — this  is  what  the  perishing  world  is  wait¬ 
ing  for.  An  ignition  that  shall  set  every  Chris¬ 
tian  tongue  in  motion,  that  shall  bring  every 
Christian  arm  into  play,  that  shall  thaw  open 
every  purse  congealed  by  selfishness,  that  shall 
develop  the  latent  power  that  now  lies  hidden 
(if  we  may  use  the  phrase)  in  the  coal-bunkers 
of  the  Church  ;  is  not  this  the  great  need  of  our 
time  ?  ' 

With  intellectual  resources,  with  the  religious 
machinery  of  colleges,  seminaries,  boards,  insti¬ 
tutions,  and  agencies,  the  Church  is  well  sup¬ 
plied.  There  is  an  abundance  of  wheels.  Let 
ns  have  bqt  the  living  spirit  wiihin  the  wheels  ! 
Only  let  the  love  of  Jesus  descend  as  a  baptism 
of  fire  into  the  bosom  of  God’s  people,  and  every 
man  becomes,  in  his  measure,  an  apostle.  The 
sluggish  get  astir  ;  the  slow  of  tongue  become 
eloquent ;  the  humble  mechanic  becomes  a  Har¬ 
lan  Page,  in  his  shop,  or  his  Sunday-school. 
Plain,  plodding  pastors  preach  like  Whitfields. 
Filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  the  unlettered 
young  convert  exhorts  as  the  Spirit  gives  him 
utterance.  The  gift  of  tongues  is  descending. 
Those  who  once  could  not  pray,  now  love  to 
pray.  Truths  once  preached  to  sleeping  con¬ 
gregations,  now  nail  every  ear  and  eye  to  the 
pulpit.  If  you  would  learn  what  a  baptism  of 
fire  is  to  an  individual  church,  take  a  single 
feature  of  it — ^its  prayer-meting.  In  a  lifeless 
church  the  prayer-meeting  is  a  perfect  refrigera¬ 
tor.  A  few  reluctant  people  creep  in  there,  sim¬ 
ply  to  be  congealed.  They  come  cold  ;  'they  go 
away  colder.  It  is  not  surprising  that  the  young 
often  grow  up  with  a  perfect  loathing  of  the  very 
name  ;  a  prayer-meeting  to  them  is  a  synonyme 
for  stiffness  and  stupidity ;  what  the  leader  of 
the  meeting  called  a  “blessed  privilege,”  they 
voted  to  be  a  downright  penance. 

But  not  even  a  thoughtless  school-boy  would 
feel  thus  towards  a  prayer-circle  that  is  fired 
with  the  love  of  Christ,  under  the  baptism  of 
the  Spirit.  Sinners  may  draw  back  from  such 
gatherings,  lest  they  should  there  be  awakened 
to  contrition.  But  when  there,  they  cannot  go 
to  sleep.  They  cannot  look  upon  the  proceed¬ 
ings  as  lifeless  mummery.  They  may  rebel,  and 
brace  themselves  against  the  atmospheric  pres¬ 
sure  of  the  subduing  scene,  but  they  feel,  and 
cannot  help  feeling.  No  place  is  so  searching, 
so  heart-thrilling  to  a  sinner  as  a  room  of  prayer 
that  is  penetrated  by  the  Holy  Ghost.  An  elo¬ 
quent  revival  discourse  may,  in  a  certain  meas¬ 
ure,  draw  off  the  auditor  to  the  tone,  the  ges¬ 
ture,  the  striking  rhetoric  ;  but  a  fervid  prayer- 
meeting  is  like  a  furnace  kindled  about  him  ;  it 
is  simple  Gospel  heat ;  he  can  do  nothing  but 
melt. 

Nor  is  it  only  the  impenitent  who  is  melting. 
Christian  hearts,  thaw  out,  and  drip  into  out¬ 
flowing  tears  and  sobs  of  contrition.  Tongues 
are  unloosed  ;  eyes  moisten  ;  the  great  deep  of 
emotion  is  broken  up.  How  they  sing  1  How 
the  old  thrilling  revival-airs  roll  out ;  and  with 
what  volume,  and  vehemence,  they  come  down 
on  the  inspiring  chorus — 

“The  year  of  jubilee  is  come  ! 
lieturu,  yo  ransomed  sinners,  home !" 

How  well  they  speak  too !  How  they  come  to 
the  point  1  No  one  is  wordy,  or  “troubled  with 
wind  they  have  something  to  say,  and  they 
say  it.  The  Holy  Spirit  gives  them  utterance 
out  of  full  hearts  ;  their  speech  is  seasoned  with 
salt  divine.  As  for  discords,  and  old  festering 
feuds,  and  family  quarrels,  and  litigations,  they 
are  consumed  like  chaff  in  the  newly-kindlod 
flame  of  holy  love !  The  church  becomes  a 
practical  unity,  vnth  one  Lord,  one  faith,  one 
blessed  purpose,  and  one  baptism  of  the  Holy 
Ghost !  It  is  hard  to  terminate  such  love-feasts 
of  the  brotherhood  of  Jesus  ;  the  people  will  lin¬ 
ger  in  the  sweet  summer  atmosphere  of  the 
house  of  prayer,  and  are  loath  to  leave  the  hal¬ 
lowed  spot. 

O  for  the  baptism  of  fire  !  The  hope  of  de¬ 
sponding  pastors  and  declining  churches  lies  in 
a  Pentecostal  down-pouring  of  the  “  power  from 
on  high.”  Though  the  flame  of  love  be  accom¬ 
panied  by  the  flame  of  trial,  let  it  come.  If  it 
consume  away  our  dross  and  chaff  of  worldliness, 
all  the  better.  So  that  we  get  the  inspiration, 
we  can  bear  the  trial.  Let  the  blessed  flame 
descend  ;  for  no  other  influence  can  save  myr¬ 
iads  from  the  flames  of  hell.  T.  L.  C.

STROLLERS. 

They  are  that  class  iu  a  Christian  community 
who  wander  from  one  sanctuary  to  another  on 
the  Sabbath,  and  as  often  as  their  circumstances 
will  permit.

They  hear 
the  Gospel  but  once  from  the  same  minister  on 
the  same  Sabbath,  especially  if  they  can  find  a 
variety  within  easy  distance.  They  have  en¬ 
larged  and  liberal  views  of  religion  and  of  a 
free  Gospel.  They  are  not  tied  up  to  one 
preacher,  nor  to  one  sect.  If  they  had  lived  in 
the  days  of  the  apostles,  they  would,  if  possible, 
hear  Paul  in  the  morning,  and  Apollos  in  the 
afternoon,  and  Cephas  in  the  evening.  With 
the  superior  privileges  of  which  they  boast,  why 
should  they  not  be  the  most  intelligent,  pious, 
and  devoted  of  the  community?  Such  ought 
to  be  their  character  and  reputation.  But  who 
does  not  know  that  this  same  liberal  class  of 
men  and  women  are  without  piety,  without  sta¬ 
bility,  and  without  any  desirable  reputation  ? 
They  are  reliable  for  no  good  work,  and  are  no¬ 
where  depended  upon  for  the  exhibition  of  a 
true  manhood. 

Why  this  defect?  Is  their  great  religions 
deficiency  any  way  chaigable  to  the  fact  that 
they  obtain  the  Gospel  without  charge  ?  They 
assist  in  building  no  sanctuaries,  in  sustaining 
no  religious  society,  and  in  supporting  no  minis¬ 
try.  They  are  really  thieves  and  robbers,  who 
attempt  to  climb  up  a  free  and  liberal  way  to 
heaven.  As  they  pay  nothing  for  the  Gospel,  it 
is  worth  nothing  to  them.  Idle  enriosity  calls 
^em  where  they  expect  to  be  gratified.  They 
admire  sensation  preachers,  and  sneb  preachers 
know  how  to  advertise  successfully  for  such 
hearers  as  have  itching  ears.  Some  novel  or 
unique  topic  for  discourse  proclaimed  beforehand 
is  sore  to  take  with  those  whose  great  desire  is 


to  see  or  bear  some  new  thing.  Like  the  thief, 
they  are  always  poor  with  respect  to  the  very 
^things  stolen. 

Can  you,  Messrs.  Editors,  or  can  any  of  your 
readers  devise  a  plan  by  which  these  hopeless, 
wandering  men  Aay  be  savingly  benefited? 
Every  community  has  a  supply  of  them,  and 
they  are  just  as  sure  to  perish  as  the  heathen  if 
nothing  can  be  done  to  reach  them.  It  were 
good  for  them  if  there  were  no  sanctuaries  nor 
ministers  of  religion,  if  the  Gospel  continues  to 
be  unto  them  a  savor  of  death  unto  death. 

This  prevailing  evil  is  commended  to  the  at¬ 
tention  of  parents  and  instructors  of  youth  ;  for 
to  the  young  an  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth 
more  than  a  pound  of  cure  will  be  by-and-bye.

PRAYER  AND  PERSONAL  EFFORT  FOR 
THE  IMPENITENT. 

A  few  years  since  a  tract  was  handed  to  a 
young  lady  by  a  friend,  who  had  secured  her 
respect  and  confidence,  and  which  she,  at  his 
earnest  request,  promised  to  read.  At  the  same 
time  he  held  a  kind,  earnest,  and  affectionate 
conversation  with  her  in  relation  to  the  things 
which  belonged  to  her  peace.  She  received  se¬ 
rious  counsels  and  admonitions  from  him,  which 
she  probably  u'ould  have  received  from  no  other 
person,  and,  as  the  sequel  proved,  they  were  not 
lost.  She  was  beautiful,  vain,  thoughtless,  and 
self-important ;  and  had  a  mother  and  five  sis¬ 
ters,  who  were  fully  as  vain  and  worldly  as  her¬ 
self.  Neither  of  them  would  willingly  tolerate 
any  religions  conversation  in  their  presence,  not 
wishing  to  have  their  minds  disturbed,  or  their 
pleasures  interfered  with.  A  sister  had  recently 
married  a  professed  Universalist,  and  another  an 
atheist. 

The  tract  was  read  by  this  young  lady,  ac¬ 
cording  to  promise,  and  its  solemn  and  awaken¬ 
ing  truths,  together  with  the  earnest  and  faith¬ 
ful  conversation  of  her  friend,  made  kn  inefface¬ 
able  impression  on  her  mind.  These  impressions 
she  earnestly  resisted,  but  could  not  wholly  ban¬ 
ish,  for  God  had  a  purpose  of  mercy  in  regard 
to  her.  Her  solicitude  becoming  greater,  her 
friend  soon  became  a  welcome  visitor,  and  im¬ 
proved  each  occasion  by  directing  her  attention 
to  some  appropriate  chapter  of  the  Bible,  and 
by  praying  for  her,  thus  endeavoring  to  lead 
her  to  the  Saviour.  After  a  long  season  of  con¬ 
viction,  and  great  distress  of  mind,  she  finally 
yielded  her  heart  to  God.  Great  was  now  her 
peace  and  joy  in  the  Lord.  Her  soul  was  filled 
with  love  to  Him  who  loved  her  and  died  for  her. 

In  the  meantime  her  mother  had  received  from 
the  same  friend  the  tract  “  Quench  not  the  Spir¬ 
it,”  and  promised  to  read  it.  Her  attention  had 
also  been  directed  many  times  to  the  concerns  of 
her  soul.  She  had,  besides,  very  closely  watched 
the  course  and  the  issue  of  her  favorite  daugh¬ 
ter’s  impressions — her  deep  anguish  in  view  of 
her  sins,  and  her  subsequent  trust  and  rejoicing 
in  her  Saviour.  The  marvellous  change  in  her 
daughter’s  demeanor  and  feelings,  seemed  fo  her 
as  a  “  standing  miracle” — a  preaching,  against 
which  she  could  not  shut  her  eyes  and  ears. 
She  could  not  avoid  asking  herself.  Whence 
that  mildness,  and  amiability,  and  aftectionate- 
ness  of  disposition  ;  that  docility  and  obedience ; 
that  candor  and  conscientiousness  ;  that  watch¬ 
fulness  of  her  thoughts,  and  words,  and  actions; 
that  love  for  the  Bible  and  the  closet ;  that  evi¬ 
dent  grief  when  she  heard,  as  she  often  did,  re¬ 
viling  and  blasphemous  expressions ;  that  meek¬ 
ness  under  reproaches,  taunts,  jeers,  and’  scoffs  ; 
and  that  subdued,  submissive,  cheerful  disposi¬ 
tion,  which  she  now  exhibited  ?  She  knew  it 
was  foreign  to  her  former  character,  and  very 
different  to  the  conduct  of  any  of  her  other 
daughters.  Such  thoughts  as  these  arose  in  her 
mind  :  Is  this  the  result  of  her  religious  views  ? 
Does  religion  work  such  a  change  as  this — not 
rendering  her  gloomy,  but  happy  ?  If  it  does, 
why  should  I  fear  or  oppose  it  ?  In  short,  the 
living  power  of  religion,  as  thus  shown,  made  j 
her  wonder  and  tremble.  She  saw  that  herj 
daughter  possessed  something  that  she  did  not, 
and  was  governed  by  a  spirit  and  motives  that 
she  was  not.  She  thought,  if  my  daughter  is 
going  to  heaven,  I  am  not ;  for  I  have  no  hope, 
nor  friend,  nor  portion  there  ;  nor  am  I  a  fit  com¬ 
panion  for  the  pure  and  holy.  If  I  should  die 
as  I  am  now,  and  as  I  have  been  living,  I  must 
surely  go  to  hell.  Soon  her  cry  was  :  O  God, 
be  merciful  to  me,  a  guilty,  lost  sinner  !  Her 
conviction  and_hcr  distress  increased,  as  her  sin* 
were,  by  the  Spirit,  set  in  order  before  her  eyes  ; 
so  that  she  soon  gladly  listened  to  the  warnings 
and  counsel  of  her  daughter  and  her  friend,  and 
besought  them  to  pray  for  her.  After  many 
doubts  and  fears,  and  oftentimes  being  on  the 
borders  of  despair,  she  was  privileged  to  say 
with  the  Psalmist :  “  I  love  the  Lord,  for  he 
hath  heard  my  prayer  ;  He  hath  saved  my  soul 
from  death,  miue  eyes  from  tears,  and  my  feet 
from  falling.  I  will  be  His  forever,  who  in  mer¬ 
cy  has  redeemed  my  soul.” 

She  now  was  rejoiced  to  unite  with  those  who 
were  praying  for  her  daughter  next  in  age,  who 
had  been  an  interested  spectator  of  what  God 
had  wrought  in  her  elder  sister  and  mother. 
They  were  happy,  rejoicing  in  God  their  Saviour. 
A  tract  suited  to  her  frame  of  mind,  was  placed 
in  her  hand,  and  daily  prayer  was  offered  in  her 
behalf,  accompanied  with  earnest  and  affection¬ 
ate  entreaties  that  she  would  give  her  heart  to 
God.  The  following  verse  was  written  as  her 
copy  (for  she  was  attending  a  writing  class): 

“  Let  not  these  warnings  be  in  vain, 

But  lend  a  listening  ear, 

Lest  you  should  meet  them  all  again. 

When  wrapt  in  keen  despair.” 

These  solemn  words  caused  her  to  tremble.  Her 
peace  of  mind  soon  departed,  and  her  heart  was 
sad  and  troubled.  The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  had 
awakened  her  to  see  her  true  state,  and  led  her 
to  pray  for  mercy.  Her  cry  was :  “  O  Lord, 
deliver  my  soul ;  O  save  me  for  thy  mercy’s 
sake.”  Her  prayer  was  answered,  and  soon 
she,  too,  was  rejoicing  in  Him  who  is  “  the  way, 
the  truth,  and  the  life,”  and  gave  pleasing  evi¬ 
dence  that  she  had  learned  to  walk  with  God 
by  faith.  As  was  natural,  her  first  care  was 
for  her  little  children,  whom  she  endeavored 
to  train  up  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the 
Lord. 

In  the  meantime,  a  tract  had  been  handed  to 
the  next  sister  in  age,  the  youngest  of  the  fam¬ 


ily,  and  her  conversion  was  now  made  a  subject 
of  daily  prayer,  by  the  mother  and  the  two  con¬ 
verted  sisters,  as  well  as  by  three  Christian 
friends,  who  had  all  along  been  greatly  interest¬ 
ed  in  the  family,  and  had  labored  for  their  good. 
These  means,  which  God  calls  upon  his  children 
to  use  with  and  for  the  impenitent,  were  owned 
and  blessed.  The  prayers  of  his  people  were 
ere  long  answered,  and  this,  the  youngest  daugh¬ 
ter,  was  soon  in  great  distress  and  alarm  in  view 
of  her  sins,  and  like  her  older  sisters,  cried  daily 
and  hourly,  “  God,  be  merciful  to  me,  a  sinner.” 
Nor  was  her  prayer  in  vain  ;  for  soon,  she  too 
was  numbered  with  the  redeemed  family.  She 
subsequently  married,  and  her  faithful  efforts 
and  prayers  for  her  husband  resulted  in  his  con¬ 
version.  All  these  persons  soon  united  with  a 
Christian  church,  in  which  the  latter  is  an  official 
and  useful  member. 

This  history,  so  fruitful  iu  examples  of  what 
may  be  accomplished  by  personal  effort  for  the 
salvation  of  the  impenitent,  commenced  with  the 
year  1828,  and  continues  for  several  years.  The 
incidents  narrated  occurred  in  this  city.  Of  the 
eight  individuals  referred  to,  four  are  still  living, 
while  four  have  gone  to  their  reward  on  high.

CHAPLAINS  OF  THE  REVOLUTION. 

BY  J.  T.  HEADLEY. 

Rev.  John  Voaburgh. 

It  was  hardly  possible  that  in  a  war  iu  which 
clergymen  often  exposed  themselves  like  the 
meanest  soldier,  and  rendered  themselves  pecu¬ 
liarly  obnoxious  by  the  leading  part  they  took 
in  the  rebellion,  some  should  not  have  fallen  on 
the  battle  field,  or  otherwise  suffered  a  violent 
death,  at  the  hands  of  their  foes.  The  Revolu¬ 
tion  would  have  been  less  sacred  bad  not  their 
blood  mingled  in  the  costly  sacrifice  that  was 
laid  on  the  altar  of  freedom. 

But  independent  of  this  martyr-spirit  which 
characterized  them,  some  felt  it  their  duty  to 
take  arms  aud  fight  in  the  ranks  by  the  side  of 
their  parishioners.  One  abandoned  his  pulpit 
and  profession  and  rose  to  the  rank  of  Major- 
General.  Others,  when  their  congregations 
were  backward  to  respond  to  the  urgent  call  for 
recruits,  headed  the  list  of  volunteers  with  their 
own  names  and  stimulated  their  laggard  patriot¬ 
ism,  or  shamed  them  into  duty.  Others  still, 
raised  companies,  and  marched  to  the  field  of 
battle  in  the  double  capacity  of  captain  and 
chaplain — praying  with  their  command  before 
marching  into  the  conflict,  and  then  holding 
them  by  their  fearless  bearing  and  unfaltering 
courage  under  the  deadly  fire.  To  them  there 
was  no  incongruity  in  praying  and  fighting  ; 
they  believed  in  both  faith  and  works,  and  that 
they  should  go  together  in  the  same  person. 
They  did  not  believe  in  dividing  them — retaining 
the  faith  for  themselves  and  distributing  the 
works  to  others — but  struck  fearlessly  to  secure 
that  for  which  they  asked  God’s  assistance. 
Acting  in  good  conscience,  the  duties  of  the 
soldier  did  not  unfit  them  for  those  of  the  minis¬ 
ter  of  Christ.  They  were  as  earnest  in  their 
attentions  to  the  sick  aud  suffering — in  pointing 
the  dying  to  the  Lamb  of  God,  and  in  their 
efforts  to  drive  profanity,  drunkenness,  and  vice 
from  camp,  as  they  were  in  their  appeals  to  stand 
firm  in  the  day  of  battle.  There  was  a  reason 
for  this,  independent  of  the  sacredness  of  the 
cause  in  which  they  were  engaged — the  men 
they  led  to  the  charge  were  their  deacons  and 
elders,  and  young  men  whom  they  had  baptized, 
and  whom  they  had  taught  that  “  resistance  to 
tyrants  was  obedience  to  God.” 

John  Vonburgh  was  one  of  these — cheer¬ 
fully  giving  his  life  to  the  cause  to  which  he  had 
already  given  his  heart.  ‘He  was  an  Irishman 
by  birth,  but  came  to  this  country  when  a  lad 
of  seventeen  years  of  age.  The  death  of  his 
wife  and  infant  son,  in  early  life,  caused  him  to 
turn  his  thoughts  to  the  ministry.  He  had 
already  learned  a  trade,  but  he  abandoned  it, 
and  though  relying  almost  entirely  on  his  own 
resources,  prepared  himself  for  college,  and 
graduated  at  Princeton  in  1761.  Hfe  was  li¬ 
censed  to  preach  two  years  after,  and  settled  in 
the  “Forks  of  the  Delaware”  in  New  Jersey. 
At  the  outbreak  of  the  Revolution  his  feelings 
at  once  became  deeply  enlisted  in  the  struggle, 
and  both  his  prayers  and  sermons  showed  with 
what  absorbing  interest  he  watched  its  progress. 
The  fall  of  New  York,  the  overthrow  of  Greene, 
and  the  subsequent  disasters  that  overtook  the 
army,  so  wrought  upon  his  patriotism  that  when 
he  saw  that  army,  diminished  and  dispirited, 
fleeing  through  the  State  before  their  haughty 
and  insolent  foes,  he  could  remain  an  idle  specta¬ 
tor  no  longer.  Calling  together  his  congrega¬ 
tion,  he  besought  them,  as  patriots,  as  Chris¬ 
tians,  to  fly  to  the  help  of  Washington  and  his 
despairing  troops.  They  responded  to  his  ap¬ 
peal  and  organized  a  company,  in  which,  to  show 
a  noble  example,  he  was  the  first  to  enroll  him¬ 
self  as  a  private  soldier  ;  and  pastor  and  people 
rallied  under  one  standard. 

The  evening  before  he  was  to  take  his  depar¬ 
ture  for  the  camp  was  a  solemn  okc,  for  at  break 
of  day  he  was  to  leave  his  wife  and  children, 
perhaps  never  to  sec  them  again  on  earth.  He 
felt  all  the  perils  of  the  step  he  was  about  to 
‘take,  but  he  had  no  misgivings.  It  was  the 
more  solemn  to  him  because  he  had  a  presenti¬ 
ment  that  his  parting  with  his  family  in  the 
morning  was  to  be  a  final  one.  So  after  they 
had  retired  to  rest,  he  communed  awhile  with 
himself  and  his  Maker,  thought  over  the  depend¬ 
ent  position  in  which  his  death  would  leave  those 
he  loved  better  than  his  life,  and  then  calmly 
drew  up  his  will.  The  following  extract  from 
it  shows  that  it  was  no  sudden  impulse  that 
drove  him  to  the  field  of  battle,  but  a  well  con¬ 
sidered  purpose,  and  one  with  which  he  had 
gone  with  a  clear  conscience  and  a  devout  heart 
to  the  throne  of  God  : 

“  Having  received  many  singular  blessings 
from  Almighty  God  in  the  land  of  my  pilgrim¬ 
age — more  especially  a  loving  wife  and  five 
promising  children — I  do  leave  and  bequeath 
them  all  to  the  protection,  mercy,  and  grace  of 
God,  from  whom  I  received  them,  being  en¬ 
couraged  thereto  by  God’s  gracious  direction 
and  faithful  promise,  Jeremiahxlix.il  :  ‘Leave 
thy  fatherless  children,  I  wUl  preserve  them 
alive,  and  let  thy  widows  trust  in  me.’  ” 


Those  whom  he  thus  committed  to  the  care 
of  his  Heavenly  Father,  were  quietly  slumber¬ 
ing  near  him,  and  tears  would  rise  and  emotions 
he  could  not  control,  bear  him  to  the  earth,  as 
he  thought  it  was  perhaps  the  last  time  the  same 
roof  should  cover  them,  but  his  resolution  never 
faltered. 

At  early  dawn  he  shouldered  his  musket,  and 
bidding  his  family  an  affectionate,  tender  fare¬ 
well,  turned  to  depart.  But  when  the  last  mo¬ 
ment  came,  his  wife  could  not  let  him  go.  Cling¬ 
ing  to  his  neck  with  a  painful  tenacity,  she  de¬ 
clared  she  could  not  part  with  him,  while  tears 
and  sobs  choked  her  utterance.  Finding  that 
he  was  unable,  by  gentle  efforts,  to  untwine 
those  closely-locked  arms,  and  feeling  his  ovra 
fortitude  rapidly  giving  way  before  her  passion¬ 
ate  grief,  he  disengaged  himself  almost  by  a 
violent  effort,  and  hurrying  out  of  the  house, 
mounted  his  horse  and  galloped  off  to  join  his 
company.  The  drum  beat  to  parade,  and  soon 
it  was  marching  towards  Philadelphia.  When 
it  reached  the  city  it  was  incorporated  into  a 
regiment,  of  which  he  was  chosen  chaplain. 
The  troops  immediately  joined  the  retreating 
army,  and  being  fresh  were  put  in  the  rear  to 
check  the  enemy.  Consequently  Mr.  V onbnrgh’s 
company  was  frequently  engaged  in  severe  skir¬ 
mishes  with  the  British  advance  guards.  Being 
a  large,  portly,  fine-looking  man,  he  was  con¬ 
spicuous  from  every  part  of  the  field,  and  by  his 
cool  courage  and  resolute  bearing,  furnished  a 
noble  example  to  his  parishioners,  who  thought 
more  of  his  safety  th%n  their  own. 

He  employed  every  spare  moment  in  writing 
cheering,  affectionate  letters  to  his  wife.  The 
following  extract  from  one  written  just  before 
his  death,  on  the  crown  of  his  hat  or  a  drum¬ 
head,  shows  the  spirit  that  animated  him  : 

“  My  dear,  I  am  still  yours.  I  have  but  a 
minute  to  tell  yon  that  the  company  are  all  well. 
We  are  going  over  to  attack  the  enemy.  You 
wonld  think  it  strange  to  see  your  husband,  an 
old  man,  with  a  French  fusee  slung  at  his  back. 
This  may  be  the  last  you  shall  ever  receive  from 
your  husband.  I  have  committed  myself,  you, 
and  the  dear  pledges  of  our  mutual  love,  to 
God.  As  I  am  out  of  doors,  I  can  write  no 
more.  I  send  my  love  to  you,  my  dear,  and  to 
the  children.  Friends,  pray  for  us.  I  am  your 
loving  husband,  John  Vonburgh.” 

In  the  sharp  encounter  that  followed  on  the 
banks  of  the  Trenton,  he  lost  his  horse,  and  go¬ 
ing  towards  the  river  in  search  of  him,  was  met 
by  a  company  of  Hessians  under  the  command 
of  a  British  officer.  He  saw  at  once  that  escape 
was  hopeless,  and  gave  himself  up  as  a  prisoner, 
but  requested  them  to  spare  his  life  for  the  sake 
of  his  wife  and  children.  An  insulting  epithet 
and  a  curse  were  the  only  reply  deigned  to  his 
appeal,  and  he  immediately  discovered  by  their 
movements  that  his  death  was  determined  upon. 
Knowing  that  entreaty  would  be  of  no  avail 
with  the  blood-thirsty  wretches,  he  turned  away, 
and  kneeling  down,  committed  his  wife  and  chil¬ 
dren  aud  his  own  soul,  about  to  take  its  flight 
from  earth,  into  the  hands  of  his  Maker.  He 
then,  in  the  spirit  of  his  divine  Master,  prayed 
aloud  that  He  would  forgive  his  murderers,  and 
not  lay  his  blood  to  their  charge.  His  inhuman 
captors  could  not  wait  till  his  prayer  was  ended, 
and  before  the  petition  for  their  pardon  had 
died  on  his  lips,  drove  a  bayonet  through  his 
body,  and  he  fell  forward  in  the  agonies  of  death. 
They  then  snatched  away  his  watch,  stripped 
and  mutilated  him,  and  left  him  weltering  in  his 
blood.  The  soldier  who  had  acted  as  execution¬ 
er,  immediately  after  entered  one  of  the  hotels 
of  Trenton,  and  told  the  woman  who  kept  it 
that  he  had  killed  a  rebel  minister,  and  sl^owed 
the  watch  as  proof  of  what  he  had  done,  but 
added  in  a  frenzied  manner  that  it  was  too  bad 
he  should  have  been  praying  for  them  while  they 
were  killing  him.  “  0,”  said  she,  “  you  have 
made  bad  work  for  his  poor  family.”  With  a 
frightful  oath  he  retorted,  e.xclaiming,  “  If  you 
say  another  word,  I  will  run  you  through.”  He 
then  seized  his  sword,  and  ran  off  like  one  pos¬ 
sessed  with  a  devil,  and  told  some  British  offi¬ 
cers  what  he  had  done,  who,  instead  of  con¬ 
demning  the  infamous  deed,  commended  it. 

A  young  'soldier  named  Hayes,  one  of  his 
parishioners,  who  had  often  sat  under  his  preach¬ 
ing,  found  the  stripped,  mutilated  corpse  exposed 
by  the  highway,  and  concealed  it,  and  the  next 
day  buried  it  in  an  out  of  the  way  spot,  near 
Trenton.  Rev.  Mr.  Dnffield,  another  chaplain, 
hearing  of  it,  went  and  had  the  body  disinterred 
and  buried  with  proper  services  in  the  grave-yard 
of  an  adjoining  church.  The  widow,  accom¬ 
panied  by  her  brother,  a  member  of  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  Congress,  came  on  to  see  the  body,  but 
his  murderers  had  so  disfigured  it  that  it  was 
with  difficulty  they  could  recogm'ze  it.  In  the 
turbulent  scenes  that  followed  his  death,  his 
grave  was  left  unmarked,  and  no  one  at  this  day 
can  tell  where  the  sainted  patriot  sleeps. 


A  WORKING  SERVANT,  AND  A  WAITING 
SERVANT. 

Soon  after  I  began  to  exercise  the  public 
ministry,  while  I  was  comji  iratively  young  and 
inexperienced,  I  received  :i  word  from  a  poor 
man,  which  has  served  nie  for  a  lesson  on 
the  point  for  more  than  twenty  years.  In  the 
course  of  visitation  one  day,  I  entered  a  house 
where  an  a^ed  laborer  was  sitting  in  his  chair, 
unable  from  the  nature  of  his  ailments,  to  lie 
down,  either  by  night  or  day.  In  his  health 
and  strength  he  had  been  a  disciple  of  Jesus, 
and  in  his  age  and  suffering  he  was  enjoying  in 
large  measure  the  consolations  of  God.  In  an¬ 
swer  to  my  first  inquiry,  he  said  with  a  smile  on 
his  wrinkled  face,  and  a  glimmer  of  mirthfulness 
in  his  half-closed  eyes,  “  I  am  promoted  noo.” 
In  farther  conversation  he  explained  his  mean¬ 
ing  thus  “  I  was  lang  the  Lord’s  workin’ 
servant ;  and  noo  he  has  promoted  me  to  be 
his  waitin'  servant.”  Since  that  time  I  have 
lived  a  busy,  laborious  life  ;  the  labor  has  been 
in  some  sort  undertaken  in  the  service  of  the 
Lord.  When  I  grow  weary,  and  detect  a  ten¬ 
dency  to  complain,  I  recall  that  old  Christian’s 
words,  and  with  them  silence  the  mutiny.  It  is 
far  easier,  if  you  are  in  a  state  of  grace  at  all, 
to  do  the  Lord’s  will,  than  to  bear  it.  We  need 
more  grace  to  wait  patiently  his  time  under 
lengthened  suffering,  with  few  to  sympathize, 
than  to  work  hard  in  the  affairs  of  the  king¬ 


dom,  with  many  looking  on  iqiproving.  The 
silent,  secret  bearing  of  his  will,  in  faith  aad 
hope,  is  as  pleasing  to  God,  as  the  most  fMthfhl 
public  witnessing.  Will  you  and  I,  friends, 
who  now,  it  may  be,  by  the  aid  of  divine  graoe| 
serve  the  Lord  by  working,  be  able  in  our  torn 
and  in  His  time  to  serve  the  Lord  by  waiting? 

It  will  be  too  hard  for  us,  but  not  for  our 
Saviour.  "My  grace  is  sufficient  for  thee."

Mr.  Chairman:  It  is  but  an  act  of  courtesy 
to  indicate  to  the  gentlemen  constituting  the 
Sabbath  Committee,  that  we  are  not  indifferent 
spectators  to  what  we  have  witnessed,  an(|l  what 
they  have  done.  If  I  mistake  not,  there  )  is  in 
the  hearts  of  all  the  friends  of  good  order  iln  this 
community  a  deep,  and  cordial,  and  joyous 
pathy  in  this  noble  enterprise.  It  is  a  rokigh 
path  the  Committee  have  travelled  over  ;  mnd 
we  wish  them  to  understand,  that  we  not 
look  upon  them  with  the  eye  of  brethren,  Ifcut 
that  there  is  a  tone  of  feeling  in  our  minds  tM 
moves  al  ng  with  them,  and  that  would 

cheer  and  animate  them  in  their  arduous  wi _ 

We  all  have  but  one  set  of  emotions  toward, 
the  sacredness,  the  loveliness,  the  high-born  and^ 
heaven  imparted  influences  of  the  Lord’s  DayJ, 

N ot  more  inseparable  is  this  day  of  holy  rest 
from  the  healthful  exercise  of  the  Christian 
graces,  than  it  is  inseparable  from  that  protect¬ 
ing  morality  which  is  the  surest  guardian  of  so¬ 
cial  and  national  virtue. 

If  we  cannot  banish  vice  from  the  midst  of 
us,  there  is  something  gained  when  we  can  strip 
it  of  its  gorgeous  hues,  and  drive  it  into  obscuri¬ 
ty  :  Daniel  Webster  once  said,  “Some  persona 
lose  their  abhorrence  of  crime,  in  their  admira¬ 
tion  of  its  magnificent  and  pleasing  exhibitions.” 

It  is  not  always  true  that 

“  Vice  is  a  monster  of  so  frightful  mien, 

As  to  be  hated,  needs  but  to  be  seen." 

It  is  usually  conceived  of  in  hideous  colors ;  and 
the  more  need  is  there  that  we  take  good  heed 
not  to  be  deceived  by  it  when  it  comes  ia  an  at¬ 
tractive  form.  Marvellous  to  tell,  it  has  been 
reserved  for  the  times  in  which  we  live  to  advo¬ 
cate  the  sin  of  Sabbath-breaking  by  the  plea  of 
liberty  of  conscience!  as  though  liberty  of  con¬ 
science  is  the  liberty  of  bidding  defiance  to  the 
law  of  God  !  Thanks  to  the  effective  Police  of 
our  city,  for  detecting  and  exposing  the  glare 
of  these  Sabbath  vices ;  and  thanks  to '  an  &F"" 
partial  and  upright  Court,  that  in  the  day  of 
trial  they  gave  no  countenance  to  the  plea  that 
liberty  of  conscience  is  the  liberty  of  “  sacri¬ 
ficing  to  devils  and  not  to  God.”  Men  never 
violate  the  law  of  God  more  flagrantly  than 
when  they  do  it  from  a  false  principle  of  con¬ 
science  ;  and  they  never  do  so  more  impudently 
than  when  they  profess  honest  and  conscientious 
intentions  for  the  mere  purpose  of  covering  their 
vices.  Napoleon  remarks  that  “there  is  no 
class  of  men  so  difficult  to  be  managed  in  a 
State,  as  those  who  impose  upon  their  own  con¬ 
sciences.”  If  your  Committee  had  done  no 
more  than  tear  away  this  gossamer  pretext  of 
crime,  they  would  deserve  well  of  all  honest 
men. 

You  have  often  listened  to  luminous  exposi¬ 
tions  of  the  truth,  that  “  the  Sabbath  was  made 
for  man,  and  not  man  for  the  Sabbath.”  It  so 
wisely  consults  the  demands  of  his  physical,  in¬ 
tellectual,  social,  moral,  and  immortal  nature, 
that  I  have  long  regarded  it  as  among  the  beau¬ 
tiful  proofs  of  the  divinity  of  the  Scriptures,  and 
that  they  were  written  by  Him  who  perfectly 
knew  the  wants  of  this  wayward,  wearied,  and 
sin  impoverished  world.  The  Sabbath  is  it«’ 
choicest  inheritance.  For  what  would  the  min¬ 
istry  of  reconciliation  be,  and  what  the  Bible, 
and  what  its  Saviour,  without  its  Sabbath? 
Shorn  of  its  Sabbath,  the  din  and  urgency  of 
time  would  be  its  ruin.  Expunge  the  Sabbath 
from  the  history  of  man,  and  you  take  down 
the  symbolic  ladder  on  which  the  Angels  of  God 
are  descending  from  heaven  to  earth,  and  frail, 
sinning  man  ascends  from  earth  to  heave  n. 

I  know,  Mr.  Chairman,  there  are  obstacles  in 
the  work  you  have  undertaken  to  perform.  I 
have  felt  them,  I  have  struggled  with  them,  and 
found  “  old  Adam  too  hard  for  young  Meliin&r' 
thon.”  In  the  early  days  of  my  ministry  t  was 
discouraged  by  them  ;  public  opinion  was  slow 
to  sustain  the.  little  band  who,  forty  years  ago, 
ventured  to  “  beard  the  lion  in  his  den.”  But, 
sir,  the  path  of  duty  is  a  bright  path,  though  it 
climbs  over  the  “  Hill  Difficulty.”  When  a 
young  American  officer  was  summoned  to  the 
assault  of  one  of  the  enemy’s  frowning  outposts, 
he  promptly  replied  to  his  superior,  “  I  will  try, 
sir.”  Your  Committee  have  tried;  and  they 
have  shown  that  there  is  great  efficacy  in  com¬ 
bined  and  persevering  action — all,  notwithstand¬ 
ing  the  variety  of  their  views  on  matters  of  re¬ 
ligious  faith  and  polity,  buckling  on  their  ar¬ 
mor  and  standing  shoulder  to  shoulder  in  their 
wise  and  patient  onset  upon  this  one  strong 
entrenchment  of  the  foe.  They  have  been  steady 
to  their  purpose,  and  the  Lord  God  of  the  Sab 
bath  has  been  with  them  and  is  with  them  still. 

Mr.  Chairman,  he  who  addresses  you  can  say 
with  one  of  other  days,  “  I  have  been  young 
and  now  am  old,  yet  have  I  not  seen  the  right¬ 
eous  forsaken  and  though  Winter  scatters  his 
snows  thus  plentifully  on  his  head,  he  is  thankful 
that  time  spares  him  to  utter  these  few  words  of 
encouragement  to  the  friends  of  the  Sabbath. 
Allow  him  to  say  to  you  in  the  language  of 
Jehoshaphat  to  the  Judges  of  Judah,  “  Deal 
courageously,  and  the  Lord  be  with  the  good  ; 
and  in  the  language  of  the  Prophet  to  a  King, 

“  The  Lord  is  with  you  while  ye  be  with  Him.” 

Leading  Meubirs  of  the  Chukh.— Justly 
says  a  writer  in  the  Richmond  Christian  Advo¬ 
cate  :  “  By  leading  members,  I  do  not  mean 
those  who  hold  official  relations.^  Nor  do  I 
mean  those  who  are  prominent  and  influential  by 
reason  of  wealth,  education,  social  rank,  and 
like  distinctions.
